On a recemt journey from Biskra to
Mourgouk, in Fezsan, 1 foolishly disre-
gurded the tnjunctions of my old friend
Emile Chandloux, the commandant of
the outpost of Spahls stationed in the
Arab town of In Salah, in the Touat
Oasts, and was rendered extremsly un-
comfortabje by the astounuing dis-
covery that the nomel caravan I had
jolped In Zouin Timassanin, and with
which I had been traveling for gwenty
days, belouged to the Kel-Izhaban, o
tribe of marauders and outlaws whose
depredations and relentless butchery
of their weaker neighbors caused them
to bo held in awe from Morocco acruss
to Tripol), and from Biskra to Luke
T:ead, In addition, I gscertained that
our shellkh, known to me as Sidl El-
Adil, or “The Just,” was really nono
other than the dreaded Abdul Mellk,
the pirate of the desert, agaalnst whom
the French government has sent threo
expeditions, and upon whose hend a
price had been set,

With bronzed, aquiline features, long
gray beard, and keen, docp-set oyes;
tall, erect, aglle and of commanding
presence, he was & splendld gpecimen
of the Arab of the pling, Though he
expresged Intense hutred for the Infi-
del, and imvoked cursem most Lerrible
upon the horsemen of the Roumis, in
general, and my friend Capt. Chan-
dioux, In particular, he nevertholess,
treated mre (with haughty courtesy, and
extenrded to me the hand of friendabip.
As to the head of our cavaicade of two
hundred armed horsemen and & long
string of camels, he rode day by day
across the parched wilderness, Inter-
gperaed by small sand-hills and naked
ledges of rock, speekled with ethel-
buhes half overwhelmed by sand, he
was truly an Imposing figure, His
burmouse was of finest white wool.em-

did conl-black horse, which he nanaged
with rare perfection and gkill. On my
white Ku=hai-lan stallion, I usually
rode ot his side, chatting to him, in his
own tongue, while two hundred of his
people, erect In thelr saddles, and with
thelr long-barrceled rifles slung behind,
were rendy to instantly execute his
slightest wish,

Those days were breathless and blaz-
ing. Scorched by the sun, and half-suf-
focated by the sand-laden wind, our
waY lay through a wilderness that na-
ture had forssken, At night, how-
ever,when the outlaws of the desert had
cast sand upon thelr feet and prayed
thelr maghrib, and we had encamped
under the palms of the oasls, enten our
datea and krouss-krouss, and slacked
our thirst from our water skins, then
commenced the real Juxury of the day--
the luxury of idleness—as, reclining on
& mat In froat of his tent, with coffee
and a olgarette, the great Abdul-Mellk
would relate with slow distinetness
storied of past encounters hetween his
people and the hated Christians, While
mentries with loaded rifles kept a vie
gllant lookout lest we should be sur-
prised by the ever watchful Spahls or
Chesscure, half a dozen Arabs would
squit In » semi-elrele before the great
ehelkh, and, twanging upon thelr guen-
ibria, those queer little banjoes fash-
foined from tortoize ghells over which
ekin s stretched, would chant welrdly
in a strange staccato, Arab songs of
love and war, At that hour a ecoolness
Talls over everything, Intense silence
reigns, the sky above grows a deeper
and deeper blue, and the palms and tal-

ha trees look mysteriows In the half-
light, Soon the stars shine out Hke di-
amond points, and It grew darker and
darker, until the chiil night breeze of
the desert stirs the feathery heads of
the dute palms, Then the lawlesa no-
mads, my companlons, would wrap thelr
burnouses closely about them, wscoop
ont a hole in the warm sand, and there
repose until the first flush of dawn.

About five weeke atter I had {nadver-
tently thronern in my lot with the Kel-
Izaban, and after penetrating a re-
Rion, that as Mar as I am aware, has
never bsen explored by Europeans, for
it remains & blank upon the most re-
cent mmp Issued by the Depot de la
Guerre, we were one evening, at & spot
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evidontly prearrangsd, joined by & body
horeemen, who armed themselves
with the rifles obtained from our cam-
ely’ packs, and then, leaving the camels
In charge of half a dozen men in a rocky
valley, called the Anzoua, we all con-
tinued our way in high spirite, jesting,
Isurhing and singing snatches of songs.
PThroughout that night and during the
following duy we rode at the same
steady pace, with only brief haits that
were absolutely necessary. On the gec-
ond night darkness fell swifily, but the
mocn rose, and under its mystie light
we sped forward, untll suddeuly the
gaunt man, In o Jirty ragged burnouss,
who acted as our guide, shouted, and
we pulled up quickly, Then, in the
moonHght, I could joet distinguish
among the trees of the little oasis a few
low, white hovses, of what 1 subse-
quently learned was the Hitle desert vil-
luge of Tllouat, inhabited by the Kel-
Emoghrl, and distant ten leagues from
the town of Ideles,

Abdul-Meallk shouted an order clear
and distinet.

While sentencing
hig unfortunate vietims, he nlways used
a curiously shuped judgment seat,
which for ages had been the property
of the Sultans of Bokoto, and It thus
became known and dreaded as the
Throne of the Thousand Terrors, it only
being used on oceasions when he sen-
tenced the unfortunate wretches to tur-
ture for the purpose of extracting from
them information as to where thelr
wenlth was concealed.

Against this fierce robel the Bey of
Tunis was compelled to seml a great
expedition, and after several sanguin-
ary encounters at Sinaun, and In the
Um-pl-Cheil, he was ntteriy routed and
killed In his own strongzhold at Aujila,
Dr, Chatterig, in the Inst letter that

reaclied Englond, mentioned that he
had secured the jeweled throne, but

that on account of the superstitions of
the Arabs It was an extremely difficult
matter to convey it to the coast,
Fearing lest he should lose it, ke had
apparently barfed it, and soon after-
wards unfortunately fell into the hands
of the Bultan of Borku, wio held him
captive until his death,
IShadidia 1s still Hving In 1deles, whers
ghe Is happlly married to the younger
gon of the governor, but in the secelusion
of her harem she Is =t in ignorance
thet, by the curions little souvenir with
which she rewarded her infidel friend,
she added to our natlonal collection of
antiquitiea n valuable wnd highly in-
toresting relie.
